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The  1959  B\irley  tobacco  crop  was  500  million  pounds.  It  is  used  mainly  in  cigarettes  and  pipe  tobacco . 
One  of  the  principal  producing  areas  is  Kentucky.  It  is  also  produced  in  sections  of  Tennessee,  Alabama, 
Georgia,  North  Carolina,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Ohio  and  Indiana.  The  pictures  in  this  series  were 
taken  at  Lexington,  Kentucky,  for  USDA's  Agricultural  Marketing  Service.
